of William Tecumseh Sherman was un- 
veiled here Thursday afternoon In the 
presence ot ofllci|tl Wasbington, the 
president a^ Ita and thouaandB 

ot voterana, mombora ot sociotiea ot 
tbo anaioa of tho Tenneeseo, tho Cum- 
berland, the Ohio and the Potomac. 
Ab the two large fla^s enveloping the 
statue were drawn aside by William 
Tecumseh Sherman Tborndyke, the 9- 
year-old grandson ot the dead chief- 
tain, the cannon of the Fourth artillery 
boomed a salute and the Marine band 
struck up the "Star Spangled Banner." 
Success marked every detail of the 
ceremonies which were In charge of 
Col. T. W. Symons, superintendent of 
imbllc buildings and grounds. 

Before tho nnvelling ot tho statue 
the president and Lieut. Oen. Young, 
cliief of the general staff of the army, 
received the troops participating in the 
dedication parade from the stand oppo- 
site the statue. The president deliv- 
ered the address of the day. A rep- 
resentative from each of the socletieii 
of the four armies followed In eulo- 
gies of Gen. Shorman. 

Promptly at 2:30 o'clock t|>e presi- 
dent, under tbo escort ot 4delachment 
of minute ipion, walkod troai Iho white 
house to the statue, which faces the 
ROMth front of the treasury. The presi- 
dent walked alone, preceded by Capt. 
W. S. Cov;ie8 and Col. T. W. Symons, 
bis naval military aides. Following 
tbo president were Secretary Hay. 
Postmaster General Payne, Secretary 
Cortelyou, Acting Secretary of "Wiar Ol- 
iver and Secretary 1/oeh. The presi- 
dent was rec«lved at the reviewing 
stand by tho membwa of tbA^Vhtrmatt 
statue conunlssiiMi. 

With tho arriral of the president be- 
gan the review of the troops. Lieut. 
Oen. Young was chief marshal and 
with his stafT headed the procession. 
Following came the Second cavalry, 
the engineer battalion from Washing- 
ton barracks, beaded by the engineer 
band, two battalions ot coast artillery 
from Forts Washington. Hunt and 
Monroe, the Fourth field battery of ar- 
tillery from Fort Myer, a company of 
tho hospital corps, a detachment ot 
mriaea and two battalloaa ot aoa- 
iBon. 

The second dlTision of the parade 

consisted of tho Tarlous organ lzation»> 
uf the District national guard under 
command of Tlrlg. Gen. Geo. H. Harris. 

Balking of a horse hitched to a gun 
of on* of the artillery companies of 
tho national guard cauaod an embar- 
rassing halt in the parade. The presi- 
dent was greatly amused at the antics 
of the animal and applauded the men 
who came to the rescue by practically 
carrying the gun past the reviewing 
atand, horse and alL 

The unveiling ceremonies began with 
music by the Marine band. The Invo- 
cation was offered by Rev. Dr. D. J. 
Stafford. Gen. Grenvllle M. Dodge, 
president of the statue commission. 
gaTo a brief description ot the statue 
•ad then introduced William Tecum- 
aoh Sherman Thomdyke, who. from 
the base of the pedestal pulled a cord, 
and two Immense national flags slow- 
ly parted, unveiling the statue of bis 
grandfather. Attached to the ctfrd was 
a bunch of flowora which the little fel- 
low carried to tho stand and present- 
ed to the presldont, who oongratulated 
him warmly.

.•tinh the Verdict of Jury Aftor D*- 
llberatlno 20 Hours. 

Lexington, S. O., Oct 16. — The Jury 
In the cas* of J. H. Tillman Thursday 
found him not guilty of the murder ot 
Editor Gonzales. The Jury announced 
at 10:45 that a verdict had been 
agreed upon. The defendant and at- 
torneys were sent for and the Jury 
then filed Into tho court room and the 
verdict was read. A demonstration fol- 
lowed the announcement, friends of 
the defendant giving vent to their 
feelings In a shout. The court, 
previous to the reading of the verdict, 
had admonished the spectators to re- 
train from a^y, demonstration. Coun- 
sel for d«firtiso moved the defendant's 
discharge from the sheriff's custody. 
No objections being made by the state, 
the court made the order. The j'lry 
was out about 20 hours before return- 
ing a verdict The defendant shook 
hands with tho Judge and members of 
the Jury and left the court room, ac* 
companled by his friends and counsel. 
There was great uncertainty wh*n 
court convened, as to whotivir ft TW- 
diet should be reached. 

It la understood on* or two Jurors 
favored a verdict tor manslaughtorand 
held out till Thursday for a short tUta 
of imprisonment, but came over to the 
majority on the last ballot rather than 
fail to make a verdict. 

The charge on which Ex-Lieut 
Oov. James. H. Tinman was tried 
was for tbo alleged murder of 
Editor Goosales. Ttllman, while not 
as prominent in politics as his uncle. 
Senator Tillman, was quite active, and 
his course was a subject of comment 
in The. State, the paper edited by Oon- 
sales. ' Tillman claimed ho was un- 
justly assailed, and bad blood was 
known to exist between the two men. 
On January 15 last the men met on 
the street, and 1 illman shot down 
0<mzales, be dying s<x>n after. Till 
mon, on his trial, claimed solf-defense 
He said ho noticod the editor eyotoi 
hhn intently, that he had his hands in 
bis overcoat pockets, and he believed 
he was waiting for an opportunity tc 
draw a revolver. Tillman also said 
that a message was brought to him 
that Gonzales had said that he had 
made mbt (Tillman) show the white 
feather twice, and would do so again. 
The prosecution, on Its side, asserted 
that tlie i<ininK was premeditated and 
without adequate excuse.
